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COUNTY LEADS IN SALVAGE CAMPAIGN 
From figures available to date, it appears that 
Warren county, if not actually leading the state in 
salvage collection, is not far from the top posiUon. This 
conclusion is reached from the contents of a statement 
issued by the headquarters of the Warren County Salv­ 
age Committee, which says: 
Nearly 300 tons of miscellaneous salvage has been collected 
to date, according to an estimate furnished by Eli Gordon, 
permanent chairman of the local junk dealers’ gToup. 
Tills 
includes scrap metal, paper, magazines, glass, and all other 
classifications. 
About 60 tons were collected in W arren borough 
and the balance of 240 tons has come from the urban com­ 
munities throughout the county. 
This is the equivalent of approximately 15 pounds for ever}' 
inhabitant in the county, man. woman, and child. 
A recent news 
story in the Pittsburgh Post Gazette stated th at Law rence county 
had jcacheu w hat was considered the maximum per capita 
collection. 
Lawrence county, which includes tile city of Nev* 
Castle, had collected up to April 27 a total of 10% pounds per 
inhabitant. 
W arren county collections top this figure by nearly 
50 per cent. 
Jamestown, our sister city, with about three times 
the population of W arren borough, has apparently collected a 
total far less than W arren’s. 
Much of the credit for this achievem ent goes to the chairm en 
in charge of the drive in the outlying com m unities including: 
S. L. Nicholson, Tidioute; D. P. Brooks, Sheffield; John Hickey, 
Clarendon; Elton Barton. Youngsville; D arrel Ley, G rand Valley; 
B ert Stockton, Spring Creek: Chrir Pcpke, N orth W arren: Ira 
Darling. Russell; Scott C. Stewart, Sugar Grove, and C. P. 
Morrison. Kinzua and Corydon. 
The local Salvage <office pointed out that the total collected 
to date does not include any returns from either the farm ers or 
the oil producers, botli of which groups are expected to contribute 
large amounts of material, especially scrap metal. 
It stated that, 
while other communities m ight forge ahead in the future, W arren 
county appears to be well out in the front rank so far as can 
be a t present determined. 
“And we’re just getting started,’’ said a prominent member 
of the committee.

John 16:15 
Our thoughts arc based on the last verse of the 
gospel for the fourth Sunday after E aster iC antata*.

salvation and m aking readv a blessed life to come to such aa tru st in 
Him. 
It is true th at the human element is present in the life of our 
Lord and m ust be for He became incarnate and lived here as a man. 
Only by doing so could He become our atoning Saviour. B ut never let 
th e human element of the life of Christ overshadow or eclipse the 
divine nature of the Lord. 
To do so is a spiritual tragedy for any 
soul. 
Having a low estimate of the Christ is a soul lobbing fault which 
deprives us of all that He would accomplis]) for us. 
L et believing and unbelieving souls read again the gospels and 
find there the claim of Christ to a divine position in the Godhead. j 
K now Him not merely a.^ a teacher and righteous man of yesteryears. 
Come rather to know Him as God who came down to dwell among 
m en to secure their salvation. 
Ponder His claims such as the one in 
the text. 
Look at His marvelous life and discover how Impossible i t ! 
is to understand it unless He was either God or Im poster. 
B ut could 
such a blessed heritage come from the life of an im poster? 
H ardly so!

A Bountiful Harvest Will

In sowing seeds, tear a corner out 
of the packet and shake the reeds 
( ut carefully so they lie in the bot­ 
tom of the drill. Do not sow them 
too thickly.

WASNIN8T0N IN WARTIME 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHINGTON — “Yum yum, 
tapioca pudding!’’ 
But did you know that only a 
very small part of the tapioca we 
used to import from the Dutch 
East Indies went into tapioca 
pudding? Neither did I until a 
Sress release came in from the 
'epartment of Agriculture the 
other day. It told about a waxy 
corn with which the department 
was experimenting as a substitute 
for tapioca, and it referred to the 
industrial uses of tapioca. 
That sent me on a tour of sev­ 
eral smelly laboratories over at 
Agriculture. Tapioca turned out 
to be a pretty interesting story. 
• 
• • 
T O BEGIN with, tapioca is a 
starchy substance e x t r a c t e d 
from the root stock of the cassava 
plant. 
The U. ST. used to import 350,- 
000,000 pounds a year, but statis­ 
tics for the years 1933-37, the lat­ 
est available, show that only 
from 25 to 41 million pounds were 
used for food products, which in­ 
clude thickening substances for 
soups, pie fillings and the like as 
well as tapioca pudding. Other 
uses were: 
“Sizing” for textiles—18 to 46 
million pounds. 
Adhesives such as on stamps 
and envelopes—56 to 92 million 
pounds. 
Laundry s t a r c h —- 1,000,000 
pounds at the most. 
Paper manufacture—29 to 102 
million pounds. 
Wood products, veneer and ply­ 
wood—36 to 51 million pounds. 
Miscellaneous (in gunpowder 
and printer’s ink, for example)— 
14 to 46 million pounds. 


Agriculture Department men 
have been working on sweet po­ 
tato and white potato starches, 
but they just don’t make strong 
I enough adhesives for many in­ 
dustrial uses. 
Very p r o m i s i n g predictions 
have been made for waxy corn, 
however. This odd grain first 
came to light in 1908, when the 
Rev. J. M. W. Farnham, a mis­ 
sionary in China, sent some seeds 
back with this note: “A peculiar 
kind of corn. There are several 
colors, but they are said to be all 
the same varieties. The corn is 
much more glutinous than other 
•varieties, so far as I know, and 
may be found of soma use, per­ 
haps as porridge.” 
• 
w • 
'T'HE stuff grows on a small ear, 
A three or four inches long, and 
the kernels are about the size of 
popcorn. Inside the kernels look 
like candle wax, although much 
harder. Agriculture s c i e n t i s t s 
fooled around with waxy corn 
until about 1916, mostly out of 
curiosity, but it was almost for­ 
gotten until 1936. 
Then Dr. M. T. Jenkins began 
developing a waxy hybrid corn 
suitable for growing in our corn 
belt. He chose a variety known as 
Iowa Hybrid D39 to cross with 
the waxy corn. The crossing and 
back-crossing has been speeded 
up now that there’s no more tapi­ 
oca from the East Indies and 
there are about IOO bushels of 
seed on hand. 
This seed will be used to grow 
more seed this year. The depart­ 
ment bel i eves , however, that 
there should be some grain for 
commercial use in 1943; enough 
for “necessary industrial uses” in 
1944. and enough for food uses in 
1945.
